Assistant Professor David Pariser, Department of Art Education, has just published 

an article titled "The Arts, Cognition and Craft. Implications for Teaching and 
Research". The article appears in the most recent issue of the magazine Art Education 
The March issue consists of a series of solicited essays covering all of the arts, i.e. 
music, dance, sculpture, photography, painting and drawing. Psychologists, art 
educators and philosophers all address the question of artistry as intelligent activity. 
Pariser's claim is that a romantic view of artistic activity as mysterious and divinely 
inspired is counterproductive for any kind of sy stematic teaching. He claims that 
there is much in art which can be taught, but that "the aesthetic" is not susceptible 
to instruction. Drawing on concepts from developmental psychology and sociological 
critiques of the arts, he claims that art education can be understood as an orderly 
craftsman-like preparation for autonomous expression.

FESTIVAL 


LEVITIN AT QUGADOUGOU: 


African filmmakers are producing quality films despite difficult 
conditions of production and distribution. I was able to confirm 

this when I attended the FESPACO (Festival pan-africain de Ouagadougou) 
in February 1983 that since 1969 has biennially filled the dusty streets 
of Upper Volta's capital with crowds of movie-goers. It was thought 
that the military coup in Upper Volta in November 1982 might cause the 
cancellation of this festival and conference of African filmmakers, but 
the new leaders quickly announced their decision to again support this 
festival whose sophistication is in marked contrast to the general 
poverty of the country. The government of Upper Volta has placed 

great importance on creating African cinema, nationalizing cinemas in 
1970 and building a state film school, one of the best equipped in 
Africa. With the government's and international support, the FESPSCO 
has become the symbol of the struggle to decolonize Africa's cinemas. 


African filmmakers complain of a lack of economic support for their 

films and of poor technical facilities. (Materials generally must be sent 
to France for processing.) A foreign-dominated system of distribution 
keeps their films away from African audiences, and because distributors 
can avoid accounting for their real income, filmmakers see little of the 
revenue generated by their films. 


Knowing the usual offering of African cinemas is a poor assortment of 

kung-fu, porno and second-class American features, it was fascinating 

to watch audiences in Ougadougou devour the African films brought to 

them by the festival. The government of Upper Volta's policy of exposing 

their populations to African film has paid off by giving the population a 

taste for African film. In cinemas open to the skies, audiences cheer 

actions they approve, y ell warnings to screen characters of impending 

danger, and generally discuss their reactions, out loud, with their neighbours. 
Their reactions offer encouraging feedback to filmmakers and brought out for me the 
comic aspects of films I might have taken too seriously. 


African films, although often funny, are also serious. African filmmakers 
generally do not take lightly their responsibilities as filmmakers. They've 
made an attempt to find a genuinely African film aesthetic, returning to 

the oral tradition of storytelling, evoking the element of magic that permeates 
African culture and reclaiming African myth and history. The winning feature of 
this year's festival, for example,"Finye" (or "The Wind) is about a revolt of 
Malian youth against the corruption of the new society and about a traditional 
chieftain's awakening from apathy to again take up the role as leader. "Jom", 

a Senegalese film is a lively reflection on the notion of honor. "Paweogo" won the 
prize for a best first film for its story of young people leaving villages 

in search of work in neighboring, richer countries. "Certificate of Indigence", 
another Senegalese film, given the award for best short film, denounces 
governmental red tape that prevents a woman from finding treatment for her 

sick child. These films have messages, but they also know how to reach 
audiences. The proof is in the response - which is electrifying.
